Unusual Method Maybe Followed 


to Save km of Ray Knouse. Plan 


to Replace Shattered Bone with 


that of Calf or Sheep. 


U nusual steps are tieing 
taken 
at 
th e H a rrisb u rg Hospital to 
save 
the 
arm of Ray Knouse, th e Brysonia lad 
who one day last weak received a full 
load of shot in one arm 
between the 
elbow and shoulder. The 
grafting of 
a piece of bone from a 
calf or sheep 
will, it is believed, be resorted to lat­ 
er on in order to give 
him 
the 
full 
use of th e limb. 
W hen exam ination a t 
the hospital 
showed th a t a part of the upper arm 
had been completely sh attered it was 
found necessary to rem ove all the a f­ 
fected portion and abo ut three inches 
of the bone was cleaned out. It is now 
hoped to establish w hat is 
termed 
a 
fibre connection which, it is expected, 
will require about eighteen 
months. 
At the end of that time, if the opera­ 
tion is entirely successful, it is believ­ 
ed the young m an’s arm 
will 
be 
in 
condition to have the m issing bone re­ 
placed by a 
piece 
from 
a 
healthy 
anim al 
and 
thut 
the 
patien t 
will 
have full use of the m em ber again. 
The patient is g e ttin g 
along 
very 
nicely now and there a re 
no 
indica­ 
tions of 
any 
serious 
issue 
to 
his 
wounds. 
It 
will, 
however, 
require 
about ten days before th e boy will be 
entirely out of danger. 
Y oung Knouse is a son 
of

Knouse. and was hurt w hen the ham ­ 
m er of his gun caught in the ground 
or on a piece of rock

selves off as federal inspectors. In the 
outbreak in 1908 there were instances 
of men 
who obtained 
money 
from 
credulous victims who believed %hat in 
this way they would escape the incon­ 
venience of quarantine and 
disinfec­ 
tion. This is, of course, a very simple 
form of 
extortion. 
A nother 
motive 
m ay lie the sale of some quack remedy 
for the disease. Stock owners can pro­ 
tect themselves very 
easily 
against 
this fraud, for there 
is 
no 
specific 
rem edy for the foot 
and 
mouth 
di­ 
sease. 
Since the germ has never been 
isolated, it has never been possible to 
find any serum that would act a s a 
cure or preventive, 
and 
the 
public 
may be quite certain 
th a t 
any 
one 
who says that he is an employe of the 
D epartm ent of A griculture and a t the 
sam e time attem pts to sell, 
or 
even 
recommend anything of the 
sort, 
is 
sim ply an imposter.”
